Greek Report of the Fighting. 


Athens, May IS.—The following official 


account of the fighting1 at Domokos 
yesterday has been received: 


"Over 50,000 Turks simultaneously and 


continuously attacked our whole line 
with the greatest fierceness. Our artil- I 
lery and infantry did splendid work. 
Twice all the regiments o£ the enemy 
wavered and fled, thoug-h their attack 
was soon renewed with fresh forces. 
which in turn we were able to hurl 
back. 
"The stubborn resistance and splen- 


did vigor of our troops finally compelled 
the enemy to give way altogether. AH 
the attacks on our left were similarly 
repulsed. 
"On our right we did not fare so well. 


The first attack of the enemy was re- 
pulsed, but they massed in immense 
forces for the next attack. Our first 
line wavered and was broken, and the 
wing would have been turned but for 
the timely arrival of the reserves.

Mr. Bailey OH Texas asked for consent 


to consider in connection with the bill 
an amendment embodying SenatorMor- 
gan'a resolution for recognition of the 
Cubans as belllgeients. Mr. Dlngley 
would not consent to consider the 
amendment, nor Mr. Bailey to consider 
the.bill without the amendment, ao for 
a time the question was aide tracked. 


Then the house devoted two hours to 


debate on the conference report on the

Washington, May 18.—Cuba again en< 
grossed the attention of the senate. Tho 
tubllc interest in the subject was shown 
ay the great crowds which besieged 
the galleries. Among the occupants ot 
Lhe diplomatic gallery were Sir Julian 
PaunceEote, the British ambassador, 
and Minister Hatch of Hawaii, and In 
the reserve gallery was General Dan 
Sickles, ex-United States minister to 
Spain. Neither the Spanish legation nor 
the Cuban bureau in Washington was 
represented in the galleries so far as 
could be observed. 
Two phases of the subject were pre- 


sented. First came the question ot re- 
lict to destitute and starving Ameri- 
cans in Cuba. This was presented In 
the president's message as soon ae th« 
session opened. Immediately following 
the reading of the message Mr. Daviam, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, presented a favorable report 
on the Joint resolution originally Intro- 
duced by Mr. Gallinger appropriating 
$50,000 for relief of American citizens In 
Cuba. There was only one brief speech. 
—from Mr. Salinger—ana then the res- 
olution went through by a unanimous 
vote. 
The second phase of the subject waa 


•when the Morgan resolution declaring 
that a condition of war existed in Cu- 
ba was taken up. Mr. Wellington, the 
new senator from Maryland, came for- 
ward for his initial speech In the sen- 
ate, making a vigorous protest against 
the resolution on the ground that it 
threatened war with Spain. He said the

The English Sparrow Nuisance. 


EDITOH TRANSCRIPT: — Perhaps your 


readers whose oara are weary of the inces- 
sant sparrow chatter will be glad to know 
that in the woodland on the outskirts of 
our city their is abundance of bird melody. 
A small party of bird lovers saw about 20 
different birds last Saturday morning in 
woods Within the city limits. Among 
these were the vesper sparrow, chippy, 
oriole, red-start, robin, cuckoo, oven-bird 
(not 
common), red-eyed vario, cat-bird, 


chestnut-sided warbier, black and white 
cruper, song sparrow, humming bird, 
whee, hawk, flicker, king bird, indigo, 
swept and gold finch. Thia is not a com— 
plete list of the birds that have been seen 
in this vicinity this month. 


When we reflect that a dozen or more 


of these native songsters would be domi- 
ciled in the quiet resident portion of the 
city were it nob for the sparrows that are 
harbored, we cannot but wonder that a 
relentless warfare is not waged against 
this common enemy. A systematic de- 
struction of the sparrow nests between 
now and fall and a vigorious winter cam- 
paign would reduce their numbers so that 
they could no longer keep away desirable 
birds and monopolize our very door-steps
